As this unit is required to con- 
duct 'its own safety programs, the wording of the above 
change eliminates an existing disparity in the agreement.)

STAT 1 • On 28 April 1972, I and I attended a meeting at the 

Edwards AFB Safety Office. This meeting was held as a result of a 
question raised by Lt Col J. Bergh and Mr E. D. Howell AFSC/IGF6 
concerning the participation of the local explosives safety officer 
in 1130th ATTG safety programs, 

2. I stated that, due to our unique operations, the unit was required 
to conduct our own safety programs and that access to outsiders could 
not be tolerated even though the host-tenant agreement requires the 
host to conduct the various programs, 

3. After considerable discussion Lt Col Bergh, Mr Howell, and 
Major Westcott, Director of Safety, suggested that the host-tenant 
agreement be revised to eliminate the now existant disparity. The 
following is the statement which is suggested and agreed upon by all 
present. 

HOST : Will support the tenant unit safety program. Assist the 

tenant unit in investigating and reporting accidents/inci- 
dents when requested by the tenant unit commander. 

TENANT : Will conduct its own flight, missile, explosives, and 
ground safety programs as required. Request support 
from the host base for safety expertise that exceeds the 
tenant unit capabilities. 

4. Request your action to initiate the proposed change to the existant 
host- tenant agreement.

as required by the tenant unit. Assist the tenant unit in in- 
vestigating and reporting accidents /incidents when requested by 
tenant unit commander. 

Tenant: Conduct flight, missile, explosive and ground safety programs as 

required by Air Force and Hq Command directives. Support the host 
safety programs as appropriate. Permit access to tenant areas when 
required for safety inspections and hazard analysis. 

ADMINISTRATION (11X) 

Host: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11—4 apply except that the tenant 

will not require staging area or printing and duplication support. 

Tenant: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply and, in addition, the 
tenant will provide for its own reproduction, utilizing office 
machines. 

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL (1680) 

Host: No responsibility. 

Tenant: Perform all functions. 

ORGANIZATIONAL MAINTENANCE (22XX) 

Host: Perform organizational maintenance, for tenant support aircraft 

only, that is beyond the tenant crew chief capability. 

Tenant: Perform organizational maintenance for tenant mission aircraft and 
furnish a crew chief for tenant support aircraft.

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FIELD MAINTENANCE (23XX ) 

Host: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply only for tenant support 

aircraft, AGE, and survival equipment. 

Tenant: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply only for tenant support 
aircraft, AGE, and survival equipment. Tenant will provide its own 
field maintenance for tenant mission aircraft. 

GROUND COMMUNICATIONS /ELECTRONICS OPERATIONS (38XX) 

Host: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11—4 a— ply and, in addition, the 

host will provide the tenant non-tactical radio support. 

Tenant: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply except for non-tactical 
radio support received from tenant. 

SECURITY POLICE (43XX) 

Host: Provide law enforcement and correction services. Provide roving 

patrol type security for the tenant. 

Tenant: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply and, in addition, the 
tenant will be responsible for internal security of the facilities 
assigned to tenant. 

CIVIL ENGINEERING (44XX ) 

Host: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply except that the host 

will not provide custodial services to the tenant. 

Tenant: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply and, in addition, the 
tenant will provide custodial services for facilities assigned to 
tenant. 

MEDICAL (5XXX) 

Host: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11-4 apply and, in addition, 

the host will furnish the tenant medical supply items. The host 
will not maintain medical and dental records of tenant military 
personnel. 

Tenant: Provisions of Attachment 1 to AFR 11—4 apply and, in addition, the 
tenant will maintain medical and dental records of tenant military 
personnel.

Tenant base may be confined at the Host base pending disposi- 
tion instructions according to current directives. An 
Incident Report (DD Form 1569) will be furnished by Tenant to 
Host base. The Incident Report will give details of surrender, 
transfer, or apprehension and other follow-up action by the 
Tenant base. Tenant unit commanders or designated representa- 
tives will conduct monthly visits to prisoners. The Tenant 
will coordinate with the Host twenty-four (24) hours in advance 
of proposed visits to schedule appointments with prisoners. 

In emergency situations, advance notice may be waived. When 
necessitated by Host manpower authorisation deficit, shortage 
of assigned personnel versus authorized strength, inordinate 
increases in prisoner population, or other valid reason. Tenant 
will augment the Host base's regularly assigned personnel with 
one (1) airman, fully qualified for confinement duties, for each 
six (6), or part thereof, Tenant prisoners confined at the Host 
base. Tenant airman so furnished will be placed on temporary 
duty with the Host base Security Police Squadron for a minimum 
of thirty (30) days. 


MEDICAL: 


Host: * Furnish or arrange for medical support. 


Tenant: Advise the Host of medical support requirements. 

Furnish Host the medical and dental records of Tenant prisoners 
confined at the Host Base.
